Drug dealer must 
pay back £40,000 


A DRUG dealer 
has been ordered 
to pay back more 
than £40,000 he 
made from his 
criminal lifestyle. 

Ricardo Morgan (28), 
of Ynysawdre, 
Bridgend, was jailed in 


July for four and a half 
years after pleading 
guilty to possession 
with intent to supply 
cocaine, a class A drug. 

Following his 
conviction, Bridgend 
police officers began 
proceedings under the 
Proceeds of Crime Act 


(POCA) to recover any 
cash or assets gained as 
a result of his crimes. 

At a POCA hearing 
held in Cardiff Crown 
Court last week, 
Morgan was ordered to 
pay back £40,010 
within three months or 
face 12 months’

During the 

investigation, officers 
found around 298 grams 
of cocaine estimated to 
have a street value of 
around £11,300 in a 
dry-stone wall between 
the Brynmenyn and 
Llangeinor areas. They 
also recovered a bag 
containing £33,000 in 
cash from an address in 
Bryncethin. 

Both the cash and 
drugs were traced back 
to Morgan who was 
arrested following an 
early-morning raid by 
Bridgend officers in 
June this year. 

During a raid of his 
home, officers found a 
further £4,210 in cash. 

Detective Inspector 
Dean Taylor said: “We 
will relentlessly pursue 
offenders to ensure that 
the people who wish to 
blight our communities 
with harmful controlled 
drugs are brought 
before the courts. 

“Our financial 
investigations team are 
committed to 
investigating the 
financial affairs of 
criminals to determine 
the extent of their 


profits. It is our aim to 
take the profit out of 
crime and target those 
individuals who live off 
the proceeds of their 
criminality. 

“The public can 
really help us by 
passing on any 
information about 
people who may be 
making a living off their 
criminal lifestyle. 
Generally, these people 
are clearly seen to 
spend more than their 
apparent disposable 
income. 

“We are determined 
to deal with drug issues 
in our area, and will 
take robust action 
against anyone who 
attempts to distribute 
illegal drugs.” 

Inspector Taylor 
added: “I would like to 
thank the community 
for the information 
provided and would 
urge anyone with any 
information about drug 
dealing in our 
communities to report it 
to us.

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Memorial garden opened for 
fallen Maesteg police officer 


A POLICE officer 
who died while on 
duty has been 
commemorated 
with a memorial 
garden at Maesteg 
Police Station. 

Officers and PCSOs, 
with the help of local 
people, have 
transformed the garden 
at Maesteg Police 
Station in memory of PC 
Garry Wozencroft. 

PC Wozencroft, from 
Neath, died aged 35 in 
2000, after his police 
patrol car crashed while 
pursuing a suspect 
vehicle. 

The father-of-two 
joined the Metropolitan 
Police in 1988 after 
serving as a special 
constable in his home 
town of Neath. 

While working for the 
Metropolitan Police, PC 
Wozencroft received an 
official commendation 
after discovering an IRA 
bomb in central London. 
He quickly evacuated 
the area and called for 
support to prevent a 
potential tragedy. 

PC Wozencroft was 
also commended for his 
professionalism while on 
duty during the funeral 
of the Princess of Wales 
in 1997. 

He and his family 
moved back to Wales 
when he joined South 
Wales Police in 1999. 

A plaque has been 
placed in the garden in 
memory of the Maesteg 
neighbourhood officer. 

The project to restore 
the garden was carried 
out with the help of local 
people and groups, 
including members of B- 
Leaf - a horticultural 
project based in 
Bryngarw Country Park 
for adults with 
disabilities - who helped 
plant the flowers and 
donated a memorial tree. 

Members of Men’s 
Shed from Bridgend 
assisted in revamping 
the memorial bench and 
Kevin Priddy from 
Maesteg Shoe Repairs 
created the plaque for 
PC Wozencroft.

PLANS for a 10k run in 
Porthcawl which would be run 
by organisers of the Barry 
Island 10k and Cardiff Bay 
10k have been unveiled. 

If it gets the go-ahead, the first 
Porthcawl event would take place in 
2019 with two further events in 2020 
and 2021. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council’s cabinet members are being 
asked to support a partnership with 
Run4Wales - a social enterprise 
established in partnership with the 
Welsh Government - to operate an 
annual 10k running event in 
Porthcawl for an initial three-year 
period. 

Other events Run4Wales has 
delivered in 2018 alone include the 
Newport Marathon and 10k, Velothon 
and Cardiff Half Marathon. 

Officers say the costs involved to 
the council in hosting the event are 
expected to be around £10,000 for 
each one. 

A report which goes before 
BCBC’s cabinet on Tuesday, October 
23, says: “This would equate to a 
contribution to the cost of delivering 
the event in the region of 12 per cent 
with other funding sources, such as 
sponsorship and entry fees, being 
secured by Run4Wales. 

“These figures are subject to 
further discussion and therefore 


subject to change.” 

The potential aspects that may 
require “in-kind staff’ support or a 
financial contribution include traffic 
management services, stewarding, car 
parking facilities and meeting room 
facilities. 

Officers note the success of Barry 
Island’s first 10k event which saw 
3,500 runners signing up to take part 
across the 10k race, the one-mile 
family fun run and toddler dash. 

They said the “varied and scenic 
route showcased all of the town’s 
most scenic seaside spots and 
recognisable landmarks”, adding that 
it gave people from all over Wales 
and the UK “the chance to experience 
Barry’s recently regenerated seafront”. 

The report highlights the 
“unprecedented period of growth” of 
social running in the UK with officers 
citing a survey indicating an increase 
in the number of runners in Wales 
from 6.9 per cent in 2009 to 13.4 per 
cent in 2014: a total of 335,496 
people running. 

Cabinet members will vote on 
whether to establish a partnership 
arrangement with Run4Wales to 
operate the 10k running event in 
Porthcawl for three years on Tuesday, 
October 23.

At twice the size of its

metres of grounds. 

The new school 
incorporates a memorial 
to Sarah Jane Howell - a 
former assistant teacher 
who died in 1911 while 
saving a pupil from 
drowning. 

Pupils also have 
access to incorporated 
sports pitches for the first 
time in the school’s long 
history. 

Mr Jones said:

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More refugees set 
to come to Bridgend 
county borough 


FIVE further families who 
have had to flee the Syrian 
civil war could move to 
Bridgend over the coming 
months as part of the 
ongoing resettlement 
programme for refugees. 

Until now, six families - a 
total of 31 refugees - have been 
supported by the county 
borough. 

On Tuesday October 23, 
cabinet members of Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) approved the 
resettlement of a further five 
families by 2020. 

The first Syrian family arrived 
in Bridgend county in November 
2016 with the last family arriving 
in September 2017. 

The families have been 
resettled in various locations 
across the county. 

The birth of three new babies 
to three of the families brings the 
total to 34. 

In a report to cabinet 
members, officers said that 
community members had 
welcomed the new families, with

some neighbours having taken 
the time to befriend the parents. 

They add that local churches 
have also been “very supportive” 
providing donations and 
organising coffee mornings. 

However, officers state that 
due to the language barrier and 
the small Arabic speaking 
community in the county, the 
families can feel isolated. 

They add that in other parts of 
the UK and Wales, this has 
sometimes led to families 
choosing to relocate to the bigger 
cities such as Cardiff but these 
moves are not always supported 
by the Home Office or the local 
authority. 

The report states: “The 
families have been through some 
very traumatic experiences prior 
to resettlement and this has 
resulted in some of the adults 
suffering with depression and 
requiring referrals for 
psychological counselling.” 

It adds: “Families who have 
relatives still residing in Syria or 
the neighbouring countries 
surrounding Syria often worry 
about their safety and wellbeing, 
which can cause further stress.” 

The UK Government has 
committed to resettling 20,000 
Syrian refugees by 2020, fleeing 
Syria as a result of the civil war. 

The number of refugees likely 
to be received in Wales is 
between 1,000 and 1,500 over 
the five years of the programme. 

Local authorities can choose 
whether they take part in the 
programme or not. Individuals 


are granted refugee status giving 
them leave to remain for five 
years with full access to 
employment and public funds. 

If at the end of the five years, 
they have not been able to return 
to Syria, they may be eligible to 
apply for settlement in the UK. 

Last year the Home Secretary 
widened the scope of the scheme 
beyond just that of refugees with 
Syrian nationality. 

It now enables the most 
vulnerable refugees in the 
Middle East and North Africa 
region who have fled the Syrian 
conflict to be resettled. 

In March, BCBC council 
leader Cllr Huw David told the 
Welsh Local Government 
Association the local authority 
envisaged being able to resettle a 
further five families during the 
remainder of the programme. 

Cabinet members now need to 
approve the plans to provide a 
firm commitment. 

Funding for local authorities 
to support Syrian refugees for the 
first year is available from the 
Overseas Development Aid 
budget. 

Officers say there is also 
additional support for 
educational and medical needs. 

Funding after then is reduced 
but does include support for 
integration such as additional 
English language training, 
funding for schools and health 
services.

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Town Council responds to 
negative national press 
over Remembrance Parade 


BRIDGEND Town 
Council (BTC) has taken 
on the responsibility for 
organising Remembrance 
events in Bridgend Town 
Centre for 2018 and 
future years. 

Further to recent negative 
press attention regarding the 
Remembrance Parade in 
Bridgend for 2018, concerns 
were raised by Royal British 
Legion (RBL) headquarters 
regarding accountability for the 
organisation of Remembrance 
Parades. It was clarified that 
RBL Bridgend branch cannot 
continue to take responsibility 
for organising the event. 

The chair of RBL Bridgend 
branch, John Harris, resigned 
from his position in RBL with 
immediate effect but remained a 
co-opted member of BTC as 
military advisor to the council. 

Members of BTC were 
concerned about the future of 
Remembrance events in 
Bridgend and therefore called 
an extra-ordinary meeting 
(EOM) of its ‘community 
engagement and well-being 
committee’ on October 5 and an 
EOM of full council on October 
9 to discuss this matter. 

At these meetings, 
councillors were provided with 
information about the 
arrangements for Remembrance 
events in Bridgend in previous 
years and carefully considered 
the reasons for the proposal to 
limit the age of children in non¬ 
military youth groups to school 
year seven and above for the 
Remembrance Parade on 


Sunday, November 11. 

BTC is keen to safeguard 
Remembrance events in 
Bridgend town centre for 2018 
and has agreed to take on the 
organisation of the 
Remembrance Parade and 
service in Bridgend town centre 
and to organise a children and 
family Remembrance parade 
and service on Saturday, 
November 10. 

The Remembrance Parade 
and service in Bridgend town 
centre has grown dramatically 
in recent years; both in numbers 
participating in the parade and 
the number of spectators. It is 
estimated that last year 
approximately 500 people 
participated in the parade and 
there were around 2,500 
spectators. This situation is of 
growing concern due to the 
logistics of safely 
accommodating such a large 
number of people around the 
war memorial, which is situated 
in a confined area of the town. 

Last year, typical autumnal 
weather, including rain, 
contributed to these concerns. 
Some young children taking 
part in the parade in youth 
groups became distressed and 
were taken ill. A number of 
children were treated by St 
John’s Ambulance for early 
onset hypothermia. 

These children were 
squeezed into a heavily 
congested area with their youth 
groups and were not with family 
members. 

Due to these concerns 
regarding the safety and welfare 
of young children, BTC has 
supported the decision initially 


taken by the RBL Bridgend 
branch, to limit the age of 
children parading in non¬ 
military youth groups to 
children of school year seven 
and above at the Remembrance 
parade on November 11. 

Bridgend Town Council 
would like to clarify that young 
children are not banned from 
attending the event and are very 
welcome to attend to watch the 
parade with their families. 

Furthermore, in an effort to 
manage the numbers of people 
taking part in the parade, BTC 
has agreed to limit the number 
of participants within each non¬ 
military youth group to 12 plus 
two reserves, plus a minimum 
of three leaders. 

A children and family parade 
and service on Saturday, 
November 10 will begin at 
10:20am and is tailored to 
provide an opportunity for 
primary school aged children to 
learn about the importance of 
Remembrance. Children will 
take part in the event by 
parading along Wyndham Street 
to the war memorial in 
Dunraven Place and will receive 
a Remembrance service from 
Reverend Rachel Wheeler. 

The event will also provide 
an opportunity for children to 
plant crosses at the war 
memorial in memory of the 
people from Bridgend who lost 
their lives in World War 1. 

Formal invitations for the 
children and family parade and 
service will be sent to the 
leaders of youth groups, schools 
and the Youth Mayor. BTC also 
wishes to invite the general 
public to support this event. 


To mark the centenary of the 
end of the First World War, BTC 
has also invited the mayors of 
Bridgend’s twin towns of 
Villenave d’Ornon, Langenau 
and Hechtel-Eksel to attend the 
Remembrance events. The 
Mayor of Langenau has 
accepted the council’s invitation 
and will lay a wreath at the war 
memorial on Remembrance 
Sunday. 

On November 11 the 
Remembrance parade will form 
up outside the Civic Offices in 
Angel Street, Bridgend at 
10.20am for a 10.35am step-off, 
and the service will take place at 
the war memorial at 
approximately 10.50am. 

Arrangements have been made 
to read out the names of the 
people listed on the war 
memorial who died during 
World War I, at the 
Remembrance service. 

BTC will be holding a 
number of Remembrance events 
in Bridgend Town Centre during 
November 2018. A 
Remembrance exhibition to 
mark the centenary of the end of 
the First World War will take 
place at Carnegie House Arts 
Centre between November 6 to 
11, and Fran Hunt has organised 
a Remembrance Cafe at 
Carnegie House on November 
10 and 11. All of the donations 
from the Remembrance Cafe 
will be given to The Royal 
British Legion.

‘Still waiting for 
action over 
Brackla speeding’ 


T raffic calming 
measures were put in 
place along Church 
Acre, Brackla in 2013 by 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC). 

The speeding continued so I asked 
BCBC to then monitor the speed of 
traffic travelling along the road. Over 
600 vehicles a day were recorded 
travelling between 30 and 55 mph in a 
20mph zone. South Wales Police were 
informed of these figures by BCBC. 

In December 2017 Clh* John 
Spanswick asked for monitoring of 
the speed along the same road. On 
this occasion over 2,600 vehicles a 
week were found to be travelling 
between 25 and 54mph. 

Local Welsh Conservatives made 
speeding along Church Acre one of 
their main agendas after many local 
residents raised concerns about the 
speeding. However since being 
elected this issue appears to have been 
ignored. 

BCBC continues to state that it is a 
police matter and that it has no funds 
to correct what is obviously a flawed 
system of preventing speeding. 


South Wales Police’s response is to 
place a highly visible speed aware 
vehicle along Church Acre, which 
only deters the speeding for as long as 
the vehicle is parked up, usually no 
longer than an hour. 

Brackla Community Council was 
informed of these findings and they 
were ‘Noted’. 

So there we have it. 

BCBC has no money and believes 
South Wales Police should deal with 
it. 

South Wales Police has little 
resources and states only BCBC can 
put in place adequate deterrents. 

Local councillors have ‘Noted’ or 
not even replied to emails/letters. 

I would therefore encourage those 
residents who feel the same as me 
about the speeding along Church 
Acre, especially those with young 
children, to make their views known 
to their councillors, police, PACT and 
BCBC. 

Tailing that, we could all wait and 
do nothing with the hope that no child 
or elderly person is injured or worse, 
killed by some idiot of a driver.

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Consultation and 
‘concepts’ for future 
of sixth forms in 
Bridgend county 


SIXTH form pupils in 
Bridgend could be driven 
between different sites 
during their lunch break 
under plans to shake-up 
post-16 education in the 
area. 

The proposal is part of plans to 
cut the number of sixth forms in 
the county borough to allow for 
larger class sizes and a greater 
selection of subjects. 

However councillors raised 
concerns about the mental health 
and wellbeing of pupils if their 
lunch breaks were taken away. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is consulting on 
a range of options for sixth forms 
and FE colleges. Its preferred 
options involve a mix of school 
sixth forms with some mergers to 
create either new local authority 
maintained sixth form centre(s) or 
new further education college- 
governed sixth form centre(s). 

It is expected that there will 
also be more online learning 
alongside traditional classroom 
teaching. 

At a recent council meeting on 
the plans, officers said pupils 
would need to be transported 
between sites if sixth forms were 
merged. 

John Fabes, BCBC specialist 
officer for post-16 education, said: 
“We will try to keep journey times 
to 20 mi nutes. The idea is that you 
would move youngsters at 
lunchtime so it doesn’t disrupt the 
actual teaching blocks within the 
day.” 

But councillors raised concerns 
about taking away pupils’ 
lunchbreaks. 

Cllr Nicole Burnett said: 
“Pupils’ lunchbreaks should be 
sacrosanct - there’s already 
enough pressure on pupils that 
eats into their social time in school 
which is hugely important for that 


age group. 

“We need to be very careful that 
that’s taken very seriously - the 
wellbeing and mental health of our 
children of that age needs to be a 
priority.” 

And Cllr Carolyn Webster 
added: “I’m concerned that 
permission is almost being given 
to young girls to skip a meal by 
telling them they should be en 
route somewhere else rather than 
sitting down eating. 

“That’s very prevalent in 
society at the moment.” 

The plans to change the 
provision of post-16 education in 
the county have been in the 
pipeline for some time. 

A public consultation is due to 
take place on the proposals once 
they have gone before BCBC’s 
cabinet in November. 

At the scrutiny committee 
meeting on Tuesday, October 16, 
councillors warned of pupils 
becoming “disengaged” if then- 
own communities lost sixth forms. 

Cllr Keith Edwards questioned 
whether the upcoming public 
consultation was transparent 
enough. 

He said: “The preferred 
‘concepts’ are rather grey areas 
and the consultation document 
doesn’t identify where sixth form 
education will be maintained and 
lost. The schools that lose their 
sixth forms will see parents up in 
arms. 

“Will we be challenged because 
the process isn’t transparent 
enough, because we are not saying 
which schools could be lost and 
which not - is the process 
flawed?” 

Mr Fabes said the public 
consultation was to test the water 
to see what the public thought 
about the concepts. 

He said: “In the consultation 
paper there will be a lot of 
information about the impact of 


the different concepts in terms of 
the sizes of sixth forms, the 
finances and the standards which 
is not present in this paper here. 

“Were the preferred concepts to 
be taken forward we would then 
have to look at every permutation 
that might be considered. 

“If we extract the Welsh and 
faith-based provision we would be 
left with seven English medium 
high schools. We would need to 
consider what permutations there 
would be in terms of mergers, 
placements and centres. 

“We would have to put those 
into an options paper and go out to 
public consultation on the precise 
mergers we are considering.” 

Currently in the county there 
are sixth forms present in each 
secondary school. They vary in 
size from 61 pupils to 347. 

The six concepts being put 
forward for public consultation 
are: 

• Concept 1 - The retention of 
sixth forms in all schools - the 
current position. 

• Concept 2 - The closure of all 
sixth forms and the development 
of a local authority maintained 
sixth form centre(s). 

• Concept 3 - The closure of all 
sixth forms and the development 
of a further education (FE) college 
governed sixth-form centre(s). 

• Concept 4 - A mix of school 
sixth forms with some mergers to 
create new local authority 
maintained sixth form centre(s). 

• Concept 5 - A mix of school 
sixth forms with some mergers to 
create new FE college-governed 
sixth form centre(s). 

• Concept 6 - A full tertiary 
model governed by the FE sector. 

The council’s preferred 
concepts are Concepts 4 and 5.

Regional AM asks 
for residents’ views 
on day unit closure 


REGIONAL AM Suzy 
Davies is urging Maesteg 
residents to contact her 
with their views on plans to 
close the day unit at 
Maesteg Hospital. 

ABMU health board has 
announced that it does not intend 
to re-open the unit, which closed 
temporarily last November, 
because of declining demand for 
its services. The unit, known 
locally as the day hospital, is 
located within Maesteg 
Community Hospital and was 
receiving 20 referrals a month 
from GPs. It provided the needs 
assessment for elderly frail 
patients. 

Welsh Conservative Mrs 
Davies said: “The board says that 
the unit was only operating at 50 
per cent capacity and since its 
closure, new referrals are down to 
seven a month which are being 
dealt with by Princess of Wales 
Hospital at its own day care 
centre. 

“I don’t think it’s rocket science 
to work out that the decline in 
referrals since the Maesteg unit 
closed is probably down to the fact 
that local people knew it was 
closed and that they would have to 
travel to Bridgend. I am assuming 
that people were waiting for the 
unit to re-open in April, as was 
promised by the board at the time 
of closure. 

“Actions like this when a unit is 
closed temporarily and that 
closure becomes permanent is 
leading to a huge distrust between 


the public and health officials. 
People very cynically expected 
this unit to remain closed and they 
have been proved right. 

“ABMU claim that while it was 
closed, the nurse practitioner left 
as did the consultant who provided 
the cover. Am I being cynical if I 
suggest that neither of these was 
given any reassurance that there 
was any future for the unit and 
have voted with their feet? 

“The closure became a self 
fulfilling prophecy because staff 
left during that period. It is 
possible to advertise for 
replacement staff, provided there 
is a will to do so but the health 
board has proved that there is no 
will. 

“This is yet another closure of a 
health facility by stealth - dressed 
up initially as a temporary move 
because of staffing shortages on 
Llynfi Ward and then extended 
because of the discovery of 
asbestos in the unit, and then when 
it was time to re-open, the 
discovery that it had lost its staff! 

“This is a blatant example of 
how health services are operating 
in Wales which has led to the 
widely held view that you cannot 
believe anything you are told by 
health managers.” 

Mrs Davies urged those who 
wish to make representations 
about the closure to contact her as 
she will be submitting her own 
observations to ABMU and would 
like some concrete examples of 
how the permanent closure will 
affect both users and their 
families; contact

ABMU’s assistant director of 
strategy and partnerships Joanne 
Abbott-Davies said: “In line with 
Welsh Government guidance on 
engagement and consultation, we 
have been discussing the future of 
Maesteg Day Hospital with the 
Community Health Council. 

“The Maesteg Day Hospital, 
which is not actually a hospital but 
a service within Maesteg 
Community Hospital, was initially 
closed on a temporary basis, but 
staffing issues beyond our control 
meant it has not reopened. 

“A paper has been prepared for 
the health board meeting on 
Thursday, October 25, proposing 
that we carry out a public 
engagement on the proposed 
closure of the day hospital service, 
and it should instead move on a 
permanent basis to the Princess of 
Wales Hospital. This process was 
outlined in a letter from our 
chairman, Andrew Davies, to 
Suzy Davies in July. 

“Should the Board agree to 
undertake this engagement, then 
this is proposed to run from 
October 29 until December 21, 
2018. 

“Included in the Board papers 
are not only the draft engagement 
document, but the Equality Impact 
Assessment, the Engagement Plan 
developed with the CHC and the 
timetable for the engagement 
including when this will be 
returned to the Board for careful 
consideration of all the responses 
received as part of the engagement 
and for them to make a decision.”

Merched y Wawr 
meets author 
from Down Under 


AT their October meeting 
Merched y Wawr members 
enjoyed the company of 
Elizabeth Jane Corbett, an 
author and Welsh tutor from 
Melbourne, Australia. 

Elizabeth was born in England to 
an English father and Welsh mother 
whose family still live in Port Talbot.

With the support of the 
charity ‘Nowzad’, which 
runs an animal sanctuary 
in Afghanistan, Craig,

Craig said: “We had to 
persuade the owner that 
the best thing was for 
him to come home and 
that we didn’t want to 
work him further. We 
certainly had no intention 
of that! 

“The people in 
Afghanistan couldn’t 
understand why people 
in the UK would donate 
money to bring a dog 
home.” 

Oscar’s return home 
was delayed because he 

Craig explained: “At 
the 11th hour we got all 
the signatures and stamps 
in place. 

“He took a flight from 
Kabul to Dubai and on to 
Heathrow. He was then 
taken to the Heathrow 
Animal Reception 
Centre. He was a bit 


wobbly when he got off 
the flight, but that was to 
be expected for a dog of 
his age.” 

Oscar arrived back on 
British soil on October 
18 and Craig, Simon and 
Brionne were there to 
greet him. 

Simon drove Oscar 
back to his new home at 
the Malpeet K9 Academy 
in Blackmill where there 
was a welcoming party. 

Craig said it is a real 
concern that if search 
dogs are not owned by 
British or American 
companies, they can 
work way beyond what 
should be a reasonable 
retirement age. 

“Some companies just 
look on the dog as an 
asset rather than as a 
living being. 

“Working dogs should 
retire at eight or nine - 14 
years old is way too 
much.” 

Oscar is now settling 
into his retirement. 

Craig said: “It is 
absolutely wonderful that 
Oscar will live out his 
life in the green fields 
and rolling hillsides of 
Wales.”

The Welsh-Italian 
connection for 
local USA group 


IT was in July 2013 that 
Romeo Basini visited 
Cowbridge U3A and told the 
story of the village of Bardi, 
near Parma, where he had 
been brought up. 

Erom the late 19th to the 20th 
century, numerous Bardi inhabitants 
had emigrated, many to Wales, where 
they were to have a notable impact on 
Welsh life. 

Mr Basini returned to Cowbridge 
recently to continue the tale of the 
Welsh Italians. 

Honorary knighthoods are a 
diplomatic tool used by Britain to 
reward its friends and others it regards 
as worthy folk around the world. 
Benito Mussolini was awarded one in 
1923; other controversial recipients 
have been Robert Mugabe and Nicolae 
Ceaucescu. Mussolini’s honour was 
withdrawn shortly after Italy had 
declared war on Great Britain on June 
10,1940. 

As in 1939 with German and 
Austrian civilians in the UK, resident 
Italians were also considered for 
internment following the start of 
hostilities with Italy. About 4,000 
resident Italians, who were known to 
be members of the Italian Eascist Party, 
and others, aged between 16 and 70 
who had lived in Britain for fewer than 
20 years, were ordered to be interned. 

The numbers involved created a 
serious problem about where to house 
all the internees (the Isle of Man being 
one solution), so following offers from 
the Canadian and Australian 
governments, it was decided to ship 
many interned men overseas. 

So it was that the SS Arandora Star, 
a requisitioned Blue Star liner, left 
Liverpool bound for St John’s, 


Newfoundland, carrying over 700 
Italian internees, plus perhaps over 500 
German and Austrian internees and 
prisoners of war, along with 200 
guards and 174 crew. The ship was 
torpedoed by a U-boat on July 2,1940, 
75 miles off the Atlantic coast of 
Ireland. 

There was heavy loss of life, 
including more than half of the Italians 
on board the vessel and the ship’s 
captain. Many of the Italian victims 
were from Wales. 

One of the dead was the speaker’s 
uncle, his father’s younger brother. He 
left a young widow with twins in south 
Wales. 

Of the Italian internees who arrived 
safely in Canada or Australia, about 15 
per cent decided to stay in their new 
home at the end of the war. 

Mr Basini then described how, 
slowly but steadily, the Italians became 
integrated post-war into Welsh society, 
as changes in social behaviour resulted 
in mixed marriages (in terms of both 
nationality and religion). 

There may only be three Italian 
cafes left in the Rhondda, from a peak 
of more than 50, but the Italian 
influence is still here. Eor example in 
sport, Robert Sidoli gained 42 caps 
playing rugby for Wales but his brother 
Peter, although never selected, was 
eligible to represent Italy. 

The highly-successful world 
champion boxer Joe Calzaghe had an 
Italian father and a Welsh mother. 

Mr Basini concluded his talk with a 
description of the Arandora Star 
memorial which was unveiled at St 
David’s RC Cathedral in Cardiff in 
2010, 70 years after the ship was lost. 
Poignantly, one name on the plaque is 
Bartolomeo Basini from Treherbert.

End of another year 
for the Ploughing 
and Hedging Society 


THE Vale of Glamorgan 
Ploughing and Hedging Society 
held its last meeting for 2018 at 
the Six Bells Inn, Penmark on 
October 18. 

The chairman, Andrew Studley, 
welcomed those present and thanked 
the president Richard Anthony for his 
overwhelming support in staging the 
ploughing match at Sealand Earm, St 
Brides Major in September. Richard 
thanked Mr and Mrs Studley for the 
work they have put in over the years to 
drive the Society forward and making 
it so successful. 

The chairman also thanked the 
many farmers in the Vale who have 
supported the Society over the years by 
offering venues for the ploughing 
events. His aim is to be able to plan the 
ploughing matches two or three years 
in advance, bearing in mind that 
planning for cropping on farms is set 
out years in advance. 

Secretary Sarah Radcliffe reported 
that the ploughing events were running 
more smoothly since introducing the 
rule that all entries were to be lodged at 
least two weeks before the events and 
printed in the programme.

that, while the Society is mindful of 
health and safety, it would be a good 
idea to have a couple of certified first 
aiders on hand in case they were ever 
needed. It was proposed that a meeting 
of the stewards would be arranged to 
brief them on procedures. 

Treasurer Rhys Morgan was very 
pleased to report that all the bills had 
been paid and the account balance was 
in good shape going into 2019, 
suggesting it might be possible to 
increase the prize money for 2019 in 
all classes. 

He thanked the sponsors and trade 
stands for their continued support. He 
reminded all members to renew their 
membership for 2019. 

The chairman announced that the 
ploughing match next year will take 
place at Ty Draw, St Mary Church on 
Sunday, September 8, 2019 by 
permission of Julian Radcliffe. A 
demonstration of steam ploughing has 
been booked, as well as several teams 
of horses, so that visitors will be able 
to see the various types of ploughing 
through the ages. 

The chairman closed the meeting by 
thanking the secretary and treasurer for 
their dedication, and the committee 
members for their input in making it 
another successful year.

A tour of NATO’s allies 
reveals their security fears 


H OW did you spend your holiday? 

I visited Portugal, Spain, 
Hungary and the Czech Republic 
with NATO Parliamentarians to see the 
defence pressures we all face. 

Portugal’s parliamentary republic was 
overthrown in a bloodless coup in May 1926. 
Salazar became Prime Minister in 1932 and created 
an authoritarian regime which continued until 
1974. 

Portugal was a founding member of NATO but 
played only a small part until the death of Salazar. 
It joined the then EEC in 1986. 

Portugal has few land forces but its historic role 
as a naval power remains strong. Today Portugal 
is involved in 40 missions in Africa, Asia, America 
and Europe. 

In the Parliament we discussed the pressures on 
NATO’s southern flank. The rise of numerous 
jihadi groups in sub-Saharan Africa has caused 
people to flee. A number of NATO members are 
there helping to build stability and stem the flow of 
migrants. 

The closure of the Libya Italy route has moved 
the people smugglers along the coast to Morocco 
and Tunisia. Concern was expressed that they 
were not receiving the help and support they need. 

A visit to the Lisbon naval base brought an 
insight into the search and rescue, intelligence 
gathering, use of radar and monitoring the 
movements of Portuguese shipping across the 
world. 

Then we flew to Madrid. The turbulent times 
following the Spanish Civil War, 1936-1939 are 
well documented. 

General Eranco’s reign was repressive. Before 
his death in 1975, he nominated the grandson of 
the last king of Spain, Juan Carlos to be his

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successor. An attempted military coup in 1981 
took 350 MPs hostage in the Spanish Parliament 
but failed. Spain joined NATO in 1982 and the 
EEC in 1986. 

The experience of terror and repression has 
made Spain, like Portugal, very aware of the value 
of democracy. Here we visited a NATO center of 
excellence for countering improvised explosive 
devices (lEDs). It was clear that improvised does 
not mean simple. 

Behind every lED is a huge network of people 
financing, recruiting, supplying, transporting, 
building, planning, placing, triggering, and 
exploiting each explosion. They are the submerged 
area of the iceberg we must tackle. 

Our last day was spent in Parliament meeting 
the Spanish Red Cross and the Spanish Secretary 
of State for the European Union. 

Most of the work of the Red Cross is with local 
vulnerable elderly but the focus for us was on 
immigration. In 2018, over 1,500 died trying to 
cross the Mediterranean but we forget that 80 per 
cent of all migration takes place within Africa. 

Some the world’s poorest countries host large 
numbers fleeing war, climate change and 
unemployment. Turkey alone is hosting four 
million who fled conflict in Syria and Iraq. 

Simple facts can change your perspective. More 
migrants arrive by air than sea and in Spain of the 
5m population of immigrants, 300,000 are British. 

Time to move on to Hungary. During World 
War 2, it was occupied by Nazi forces and then by 
the Red Army. The occupying Soviet Eorces tied 
Hungary into the Eastern Bloc until 1991. October 
1956 saw an attempt to loosen control from 


Moscow, but this ended with the arrival of Soviet 
tanks. 

Hungary’s gradual liberalisation as a result of 
‘Glasnost’ resulted in a new constitution in 1989, a 
transition to democracy. Hungary’s decision to 
open its borders to East Germans wanting to cross 
into Austria precipitated protests in Germany 
which led to the fall of the Wall. 

Hungary joined NATO in 1999 and the EU in 
2004. 

There is much I could say about the visit to 
Hungary but a meeting at the excellent Central 
European University stands out. 

We discussed how political cyber trolling 
increases at times of high risk. Russia’s numerous 
troll factories aim to spread social media 
conspiracy theories, create doubt about what is true 
so that our citizens withdraw from the conversation 
and become cynical. A reality recognised across 
the NATO Alliance. 

The final leg of the tour was to Prague in the 
Czech Republic. Czechoslovakia was created by a 
Communist coup d’etat in 1948 which established 
a regime which crushed all opposition. 

In 1968, there was a brief period of 
liberalisation but Soviet tanks invaded bringing it 
to an end. The Velvet Revolution led to free 
elections in 1990 and an amiable split from 
Slovakia. The Czech Republic joined NATO in 
1999 and the EU in 2004. 

Here we had impressive presentations on cyber 
defence, from Radio Eree Europe and a visit to the 
NATO Centre of Excellence in Chemical 
Biological Radiological and Nuclear weapons 
(CRBN). 

Ironically as we sat through a presentation on 
training of military personnel to deal with CBRN 
attacks word came through of the arrest of Russian 
agents attempting to hack into the Organisation for 
the Prohibition of Chemical Weapons. A fitting 
end to the visits. 

I have omitted so much. I saw too many secret 
police museums. I hope this gives you a snapshot 
of the work of the NATO Parliament. 

I left Prague to monitor the General Election in 
Bosnia Herzegovina but that’s for a subsequent 
article.

THE basic wage for 
councillors in 
principal 
authorities across 
Wales is set to go up 
to £13,868 per year 
- an increase of 
£268 - in 2019/20. 

Wages paid to council 
leaders, deputy leaders 
and executive members 
would rise by £800, 
inclusive of the £268 
increase to their basic 
salaries, under the 
proposals put forward by 
the Independent 

Remuneration Panel for 
Wales. 

If accepted by 
councillors, their basic 


wages would have risen 
by almost £800 since 
2012, but would mean 
their salaries would be 
back to the same levels as 
at 2011, when they were 
cut by five per cent. 

A report by the panel 
said: “During our visits 
to all principal councils 
last year, many members 
expressed the view that 
compared with 

traditional paid 

employment, the basic 
salary is too low to attract 
younger people and to 
encourage greater 
diversity. 

They also pointed out 
the significant 

differences between 
remuneration and 


support available to 
elected members in other 
levels of government in 
Wales. 

The report said: “They 
proposed that the level of 
the basic salary should 
therefore be raised 
significantly in 

recognition of the 
importance of the role of 
an elected member of a 
principal council.”

Borough Council would 
earn £49,100. Their

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Beating retreat on 
Remembrance Sunday

IT can be a trying 
time, Remembrance 
Day, for some. 

Thoughts of mates or 
family who served and 
who are no longer alive, 
spring quite naturally to 
mind. It is, after all, 
about remembrance. 

There is often pride at 
the memories of those 
gone, which can, in part, 
temper a natural sadness. 

And yet other 
memories can crop up, 
often without warning 
and very often wholly 
unwanted. They can be 
triggered by a sound or 
too many sounds, a 
smell, a flash of colour, 
and in an instant that 
person is reliving a part 
of their life they would 
rather forget. 

Not everyone, 
especially former 
servicemen and women, 
finds the run-up to 
Remembrance Sunday 
easy, not helped by the 
seemingly incessant, but 
still often unexpected 
screech, bang, flash or 
crack of fireworks 
before, during and after 
Bonfire Night. 

Men and women - 
who have served their 
country, but would balk 
at the term ‘brave’ - are 
known to wear ear 


defenders, turn the TV 
or radio up, close the 
curtains to avoid the 
sights, smells and 
sounds of these 
explosions, albeit ones 
for a ‘fun’ activity. 

At Bridgend’s 
Remembrance Sunday 
service and parade two 
years ago, this writer, 
and no doubt others 
present, saw a young 
woman in some distress. 

It was at the end of 
the parade, and before 
ranks could be broken to 
see if she wanted help, 
she had gone elsewhere. 

Last year, she was 
back. The writer 
managed to have a quick 
chat with her, and later 
saw her in Carnegie 
House. 

She - Fran Hunt - 
had set up a 

‘Remembrance Cafe’ for 
veterans, serving 
personnel, and their 
families. 

This is Fran’s story. 

TWO years ago I 
attended my first 
Remembrance Day 
service after the 
recent loss of my 
grandfather, Colin 
Clark. 

He joined the Army 


aged 14 and gave 21 
years’ service. In later 
years he became a 
Chelsea pensioner. 

Remembrance Sunday 
can be a tough time for 
many people. 

For me, the first 
remembrance service 
after losing my 
grandfather was a 
difficult experience. At 
the end of the service, I 
walked towards the war 
memorial to lay a wreath 
in memory of my 
grandfather and great 
grandfather who also 
served in the Army. 

A gentleman there 
was also laying a 
wreath, in memory of 
his son, who had been 
killed in action. 

We stood chatting for 
around 15 minutes 
talking about our loved 
ones and their time spent 
in the Army. I then 
hugged him and wished 


him well. 

As he left for home I 
realised he wasn’t 
accompanied by any 
family members or 
friends. Watching him 
leave alone and so upset 
deeply affected me. 

He needed a place to 
go, a place to be with 
other people who 
understood what he was 
going through. 

I needed a place like 
that too, and I decided 
there and then that next 
year I would make sure 
we had such a place. 

The idea of the 
Remembrance Cafe was 
born. 

The Remembrance 
Cafe, based in Carnegie 
House, is a place for the 
people of Bridgend, 
particularly those who 
have been affected by 
war to share tea, cake 
and companionship on 
the day of the 


Remembrance Sunday 
Service (November 11, 
between 10am and 3pm) 
and the family 
Remembrance Service 
the day before, from 12 
noon to 2pm 

This year we’re also 
opening a quiet space 
away from the hubbub 
of the main cafe. This is 
for people who have 
PTSD or those who find 
crowds difficult and 
need a safe space to 
retreat to. 

The donations made 
towards refreshments are 
in aid of the Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion. Last year the 
cafe was a great success 
and we raised £172. 

We’re hoping to beat 
that this year. We are 
still in need of willing 
volunteers and cake 
donations, if you can 
help please contact Fran 
Hunt via email 
fran .kelly @ me .com.

“We call on people to stick to 
the firework safety code at all 
times, especially over the bonfire 
and Hallowe’en season, to 
minimise the risk to livestock, 
pets and humans,” said EUW 
Policy Officer Charlotte Priddy. 

“This time of year poses many 


dangers to animals and children, 
so don’t let negligence and 
ignorance be the cause for a real- 
life horror,” added Mrs Priddy. 

Animals in general are not fond 
of the noise of fireworks and can 
become quite anxious during this 
time of year. Therefore, the EUW 
urges people to be considerate 
and not let them off near 
livestock. 

Mrs Priddy said: “It is also a 
good idea to make sure that your 
pets have been micro-chipped by 
a vet and that the details on the 
chip are up to date prior to bonfire 
night, just in case they go 
missing.” 

The EUW recommends that 


people visit an organised display 
but if you are having a display at 
home, please make sure you 
follow the firework code at all 
times to mi nimise the stress for 
farm animals and children. 

It is also advisable to give 
neighbours a few days notice of 
your firework display, 
particularly if they are elderly, 
have young children or pets. 

“We also remind people that 
sky lanterns have now been 
banned by all councils across 
Wales, as they pose significant 
dangers to livestock and are, of 
course, a considerable fire safety 
risk,” added Mrs Priddy.

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Farmers’ funding 
formula welcomed 


A UK Government review 
on delivering fair funding 
for farmers has been 
welcomed by Bridgend 
councillor, Carolyn 

Webster, Rhys Tougher of 
award-winning dairy Ty 
Tanglwyst, and Vale MP 
Alun Cairns. 

It was announced that an 
independent advisory panel will 
look at what factors should 
determine the distribution of 
agriculture funding between 
Wales, England, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland in this 
Parliament. 

Cllr Webster said: “This good 
news for local farmers - and 
indeed farmers across Wales. 

“It is undeniable that Brexit has 
led to some concerns among those 
at the forefront of one of our 
country’s most important 
industries. It is vital that our 


farmers get the support they need 
to carry on doing the fantastic job 
they are doing.” 

Mr Tougher said: “I welcome 
this review. I look forward to the 
outcome, which I hope will put 
food security at the heart of 
Government thinking.” 

Each country’s individual 
circumstances will be taken into 
account, including environmental, 
agricultural and social-economic 
factors, as well as farm numbers 
and sizes, to make sure all parts of 
the UK are treated fairly. 

The review, led by Lord Bew of 
Donegore, will provide 
recommendations for how the 
annual amount of convergence 
funding is fairly split once the UK 
has left the Common Agricultural 
Policy. Representatives from the 
devolved administrations will join 
him on the panel. 

The UK Government has also 
said it will not simply apply the 
Barnett formula to changes in 


Defra funding beyond this 
Parliament, meaning farmers in 
Wales, Scotland and Northern 
Ireland will not just be allocated 
funding according to population 
size. 

Secretary of State for Wales, 
and Vale MP, Alun Cairns has also 
welcomed the review. 

He said: “This review will 
establish fair funding 
arrangements for our vital Welsh 
farming industry. With the UK 
Government committing to do 
away with a Barnett model for 
agricultural funding, farmers in 
every part of Wales can look 
forward to greater future financial 
protection.” 

The Government has already 
confirmed that overall funding for 
UK farm support will be protected 
in cash terms to the end of the 
Parliament in 2022, providing 
more certainty than any other EU 
member state.

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Locals are honoured 
for their part in Thai 
cave rescue triumph

MEMBERS of a cave rescue team 
who masterminded the release of a 
Thai football team were lauded at 
a recent awards ceremony. 

Members of the South and Mid-Wales 
Cave Rescue Team (SMWRCT) played a 
role in the recovery of 12 boys and their 
coach from the bowels of Thailand’s Tham 
Luang Nang Non cave in Chiang Rai 
Province this summer, following a three- 
week ordeal which gripped the world. 

The membership of SMWRCT includes 
people from the Vale and Bridgend. 

With some of the most highly-skilled 


cave rescuers in the world, the team was 
drafted in to support an international 
operation, including military personnel 
from Thailand, America, Australia and 
China. 

They ended up coordinating a 
treacherous mission which ultimately 
resulted in all members of the Wild Boars 
soccer team and their assistant coach being 
reunited with their families. One Royal 
Thai Navy SEAL died before the final 
rescue. 

The boys were rescued one by one with 
each mission taking three to four hours. 

The cavers received a Platinum Award at 


this year’s Wales Care Awards in honour of 
their dedication. 

Two members of the team, Gary Mitchell 
and Dan Thome, attended the ceremony in 
Cardiff to receive the award on behalf of 
the team. 

Mr Mitchell said: “We’re not a public 
body and we don’t have a high media 
profile, we just get on with what we do. We 
mostly rescue cavers and animals. 

“Cavers know about our services and 
how to get help, but unless there is 
something major in the news in which 
we’re drafted in to help, we tend to stay out 
of the media spotlight.”

New Vale sailing 
trust looks at ability, 
not disability 


CELTIC Capability Sailing 
held a successful launch event 
in Pier 64 this week. 

The new sailing trust was founded 
by Wendy Hopkins after her son had a 
serious accident in 2016 that ended his 
professional sailing career. 

She brought a team together to 
create the trust that aims to provide 
sailing experiences for all, but reaches 
out in particular to young people who 
are disabled or disadvantaged. 

Celtic Capability Sailing offers 
sailing experiences at Barry 
Waterfront. Groups are able to book a 
sailing session for just £10 per person, 
with safety equipment and instruction 
provided. The trust currently sails in a 
stable keelboat but has plans to buy 
another boat and extend activities to 
rowing and even boat building in the 
future. 

Tom Hopkins, whose experience 
inspired the new trust, boarded a boat 
again this summer for the first time 
after his accident. 

He said: “I thoroughly enjoyed my 
sail. It’s so nice to get back on the 


water. I never thought I’d be able to do 
this again, but here I am.” 

At the launch event, the Celtic 
Capability Sailing team introduced the 
project to distinguished guests, 
supporters and organisations 
representing disadvantaged and 
disabled young people. Guests were 
able to see the trust’s 20-foot sailing 
boat Artemis close up. 

Guests heard that the boat was 
bought following a generous £20,000 
donation to the trust, but further 
fundraising will be necessary to realise 
future plans. 

David Jenkins, founding director 
said: “We are so grateful for the 
generous support we have received to 
date. We are working to grow the 
project and reach out to as many 
disadvantaged and disabled young 
people as possible. We are building 
links with other sailing organisations 
to enable the young people who sail 
with us to develop their new skills in 
other settings too, if they wish.”

Another tale of when 
point-to-point 
came to the Vale... 


THE following is an extract 
from GEM columnist's Brian 
Lee’s long out of print book 
The Races Came Off- The story 
of point-to-point racing in 
South and West Wales. 

In 1910 the directors of Cardiff’s 
Ely Racecourse spent several hundred 
pounds on rebuilding and improving 
the public enclosure to hold double 
the amount of visitors. 

For their efforts they were 
rewarded with a record attendance at 
their two-day Easter meeting with all 
previous records being eclipsed. 

It was also a good year for point-to- 
pointing, with record attendances 
reported at the Glamorgan, 
Pembrokeshire and Monmouthsh ir e 
fixtures. 

As was now becoming the custom 
it was the Glamorgan Hunt fixture 
that opened the season. The races 
were held on a Thursday at Leige 
Castle Farm, Llancarfan, with the old 
Roman encampment being used as a 
grandstand from which racegoers saw 
the races from start to finish. 

In the heavyweight race, Arthur 
Masters’ Hotspur was made the 
favourite but Edgar David’s Bertha, 
which he had bought in Ireland for 
£64, led throughout with the owner up 
to win easily. 

Later in the day, Bertha came out 
again and won the open race, only this 
time it was Edgar David’s son Evan 
who was in the saddle. 

Evan also won the lightweight race 
on his father’s Lhassa who had cost 
£47.10s, as it then was. 

The following year, 1911, Lhassa, 
ridden by Evan, finished fourth in the 


classic Lady Dudley Cup at the 
Worcestershire meeting. This was a 
good performance as there was a 
record 23 runners and the three horses 
which finished in front of Llhassa 
were Our Philip, who was winning 
the race for a second time. What Time 
and Romano. 

Fortunately, there were no serious 
accidents at the Glamorgan meeting. 
However, in other parts of the country 
the story was a sadder one. The Rt 
Hon James Tomkinson MP, aged 70, 
was killed competing in a 
parlimentary race when the horse he 
was riding fell at the second last fence 
while holding a long lead. 

Another fatal accident occurred in a 
cavalry point-to-point when Lt Eyre 
of the King’s Royal Rifles died a few 
days after a fall. 

The Gelligaer held their second 
meeting at Blackwood again where Dr 
William Reidy’s Baronet, ridden by 
Stan Price, won the heavyweight race. 

The lightweight event went to 
David Jones’ Gambler who was 
piloted by David Jones junior. Gus 
Adams on Cylene won the open race.

Five stars for SEAT’S new compact SUV 


SEAT Arona SE Technology Lux 
1.6 TDI115PS six-speed manual 
THIS month’s road test puts me into a 
car that many of you probably don’t even 
realise exists. 

This is a car that sits very quietly in the shadows 
of many other cars on the road, and I doubt that 
some of you have ever seen it on the road yet. 

Well, the reason for this is that while most of you 
will go with what’s currently in fashion, and what’s 
hip, there are some of you out there like me that 
need a car to do exactly what it says on the tin - and 
the new Seat Arona is exactly that sort of car - so 
get your head down and read on. 

Power and Efficiency: The Arona I currently 
have on test is powered by a 115PS, 1.6 TDI four- 
cylinder diesel engine with a six-speed manual 
gearbox and a respectable top speed of around 
115mph, plus a 0-62 time of 10.3 seconds. Fuel 


consumption is also very good with a combined 
figure of 65.7 mpg. 

On the road: I like the way the Arona handles - 
it feels very well balanced. Also, when the road gets 
twisty, it’s more than capable of holding its own. 

The steering also feels light and agile - and when 
you hook all this up to its fantastic six-speed 
gearbox, you really can’t go wrong, and it’s no 
exaggeration for me to say that I think the Arona is 
the better car here when you compare it to some of 
its rivals. 

Interior and Technology: As with all Seats, the 
interior is of a good standard but, as I have said 
many times. Seat is a part of VW group, so it will 
last for years. The seating is actually rather good, 
even after a long journey, and the dials and switches 
are laid out very well and are very clear and precise. 

Some of the standard equipment across the range 
includes; bi-colour roof, halogen front headlights, 
front fog lights with cornering, function, LED 
daytime running lights (DRLs), LED taillights, rear 



fog lights, black roof rails, body-coloured door 
handles, electrically adjustable door mirrors, 
FM/AM radio, DAB (digital audio broadcasting) 
six speakers, Bluetooth, colour: 6.5” colour 
touchscreen/USB port/aux-in, dimming interior 
rear view mirror, interior ambient lighting, interior 
chrome pack, air conditioning, electric front and 
rear windows, cruise control, auto-headlights. 


comfort suspension, driver and front passenger 
airbags, front side and curtain airbags, active front 
head restraints, anti-lock brake system (ABS), 
Electronic Stability Control (ESC) with Emergency 
Brake Assist (EBA) and hill hold control. 

Plus it doesn’t stop there either, as this is the SE 
Technology Lux version, you also get additional 
features such as; Beats Audio: 300w subwoofer, 
18” space-saving spare wheel, luggage 
compartment lining, heated front seats, heated 
washer nozzles, adaptive cruise control and 
KESSY (KEyleSS EntrY and Go). 

To sum up: I’m going to give the Arona five 
stars in this test (which is rare for me), not only 
because I like it a lot, but because I believe it’s 
worth every penny. 

Next time you are out looking for a new compact 
SUV, try looking that little bit harder because the 
Arona is a brilliant buy.

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Frustration for Athletic

BRIDGEND
